condust of dobate than the Literary 
and Debating Society, it is diffoult 
for the most practised apeakers to keep 
n with which they 
in the House of Com- 
mons for instance either the House 
draws the attention of the Speaker to 
thedivagations of oratere, orthe Speaker 
elf interferes and brings the wan. 
dering orator back to subject 
matter, Ina purely Debating Soviety, 
especially in one where the ten minutes 
enforced, there is scarcely any 
necessity to commit to the Obairman the 
power of recalling speakers to the qa 
tion before the meeting. It is true that 
a good deal of wandering away from 
the matter ander debate into all manner 
of side issues and even into totally 
irrelevant subjects, or no particular 
subject at all, can be done in ten 
minutes by hardened ramblers, bat 
it is only in very bad cases that 
these excursions into space begin be- 
fore the fics’ half of that period 
has beeu exhausted. Aud even aban 
donment to the fatal facility of utter- 
ing mero. words is unlikely to assai 
speakers on such an occasion as that 
of Wednesday, when those who 
tended to speak doubtless prepared 
themselves beforehand, as every ora- 
tor does. When this is not done, and 
there is no time rule, a determivation 
of words to the head sometimes produces 
those exuberautly verbose speakers 
‘who exbaust time aud eucroach apou 
eternity.”

A thoasand mil- 
lions of dollars is a large sum to be 
on intoxicating liquors, and 
it is employed to support argu. 
mounts eithor for the necessity of sup- 
pressing the liquor trade or of pe 
sonal total abstinence, nothing is said of 
the immense deduction whioh should be 
made from the amount, for wines, spir 
and beer that are used for medicinal 
purposes or by people who do not in 
auy way exceed moderate enjoyment. 
OF course, we shall he told tint tho 
presont medical practice is to do 
away as far as possible with the 
aso of stimulants, but there are many 
cases in which they are till em. 
ployed, and a great number of old 
fashioned practitioners, probably still 
the majority, who adhere to the old 
tem. Deduoting the cost of the 
liquor used for medicinal purposes, aud 
ag a harmless pleasure by people of well 
regulated minds, who do not, astheSoote 
say, abusethe mercies, agood round sam 
will be taken off that formidable Eug- 
lish aud American “drink bill” of which 
80 muoh is said. Supposing the society 
for the reform of dress was to formu- 
late the amount spent on their attire 
by the men and women of England and 
America, the most enthusiastic sup- 
porter of Liquor Laws would see the 
absurdity of the whole amount being 
said to be wasted ; and would recognize 
neoessity of stopping a good di 
short of total abstinence from cloth 
Every rational being knowstheevil whioh 
excessive drivking does in the world, 
and would gladly see the vice abated 
and help those who are engaged in 
promoting temperance. Bat reasonable 
people—mho are never enthusiasts, bat 
who are, after all, those who effect 
the permanent good in the world— 
turn away from those who make use 
of such statements as this we are 
referring to. It is highly improbable 







































































that their use had avy effect on the 
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vote which was taken at the olose uf 
the debate on Wednesday, but theie 
eniployment is very likely to deter 
many from giving consideration to 
temperance objeots. Suoh an audionoe 
as that which pronounced agninst the 
methods by which the Total Abe 
movement is now onrried on was fai 
ly representative of the middle class, 
and if a vole of the same kind of 
people were to be taken in England 
or America the result would be the 
same. 

















THE EXPECTED VISIT OF PRINCE CH'ON, 
Tae visit of Prince Ch‘an to the 
northes als is to be followed by 
his visiting the. southern porte, He 
has been requested to do eo by the 
Empress, and be will probably arrive 
here between this and midsummer, 
His inspection will inclade Shanghai 
and Foochow arseuals and fortifications, 
it not being his intention, at all eventa 
at preseut, to go further south than the 
latter port. . While here it is expected 
by the officials that he will make his 
head quarters at the Kiangnau Arsenal, 
and great preparations will have to be 
made for his eutertainment and that of 
the large suite which will accompany 
him, We hope we are not mistaken in 
considering this request of the Em. 
press as marking a change in the 
light in which Shanghai has hitherto 
been looked at by the Official and 
Literate classes in China, The native 
cily being ouly a sien, las been of 
uo repute with them; and although the 
visit of the Prince is one of daty, which 
might moleo it nvovssury for bim to go 
to places of even lower status than 
Shanghai, the fact of his coming here 
will have a good effeot ou the minds of 
the altra-conservative classes, especially 
in Peking, where our Settlement, and 
the City, have hitherto been held in 
something not very unlike contempt, 
Bat it is probable that nuother and n 
more practical result may arise from the 
visit of Prince Ch‘an, ‘The organisation 
of the New Board of Admiralty 
ceeding, and one question which 
yet sotiled is where the Murq 

will be stationed. It is considered pro. 
bable that he will tuke in charge that 
portionof the navy and theconst defences 
which will be most couvevieutly aud 
advantageously administered near one of 
e Arsonals about this part of the Hm- 
pire.

throne is to be volebrated in England, 
and which would nob be too Inte for 
the Jubilee dny here, It would be

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THE BRITISH POST OFFICE. 
‘Tus English General Post Ofice con- 
tributes over three millions sterling to 
the national revenue, which is satis- 
factory from tho Chancellor of the 
Exohequer’s point of view, but v 
unfortunate fur the general public. 
The principle involved is distinotly 
wroug, The money that the public 
pay for the trausmission of their mail 
matter ought tu be spout on improve- 
ments in the service; it is not fair that 
about forty per cont, of it should be 
diverted to meet the general cost of the 
Empire. We can quite understand the 
‘Ceensury’s being very loth to give up 
sach a simple and certain source of 
Seyouue; the difioulty of making both

the world makes the Chancellorship of 
the Exchequer the least desirable of 
our ministries; and if the Post Office 
receipts were devoted entirely, ns they 
ought to be, to the Post Office expendi- 
ture, another twopence, or twenty-five 
per cent:, would havé to be added ‘to 
the Income Tax. The present system, 
convenient as it is for the Trensury, 
blooks the way to many needed reforms 
in one postal service, aud keeps us 
behind our Earopean competitors, but, 
in the words of the present Postmaster. 
General, Mr. Raikes, to n recent depu- 

i of the Exchequer, 
without distinetion of party, lnid rapa. 
cious bands upon the Post-office surplus, 
and they would find any Chancellor of 
the Exchequer unwilling to fuce the 
ordeal of additional taxation in place 
of resorting to that surplus.”

warded from Calais to China for 4d. 
costs 14d, if sent from Dover. It 
might have been pointed out to him as 
aalill greater anomaly that the samo 
Bnglish ston taken lettera from 
Shanghai to London at leas than 24d, 
in a French bag, abont 3d.in a German 
bag, and nencly 54, in an English bag, 
He might also have been told that 
letters hinve often arrived here from 
London, with only a Qhd, stamp, if they 
were marked vid Russia, in the same 
bag fwith other letters maiked vid 
Brindisi, which oost 5d. ench. As to 
the anomulies of the Parcel Post, they 
are simply Indicrous, Mr, Mead of the 
firm of Peek, Frean & Co., “slowed in 
a very striking manner the anrenson- 
ableness of some of the present arrange. 
ments. A 380z. sample box of fancy 
bisenits can be sent to places in the 
United Kingdom for 2d.; but if posted 
to any of the coan the Postal 
Uniou—for example, to Egypt or Brazil 
—it costs only 1d; nnd Messrs, Peek, 
Frean & Go., availing themselves of 
this difference, inve for many years 
sont euch boxes toa Belgian port for 
reahipment to this opuntry, They thus 
clear on lots of 10,000. boxes about 
£40.” In other words, the Belgian 
biscuit manufacturer, if he chooses to 
compete with Peek, Frean & Ov., or 
Hantley aud Palmer, is given by our 
postal system a bounty of more than 
£40 por 10,000, (for hie does not have 
to pay the preliminary cost of freight 
to Belginm,) if be wishes to send

A VISIT TO THE SHANGTUNG SCULPTURES. 
Lizorsxant Duptsy Mus, R.E., left 
Peking last November on a journey 

to Shautang, and in December bo 
described in a letter to Dr, Edkins of 
that city the sculptured stones which 
he had seou some twenty six Ti of 
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0 south from Chis.

foreigner who bas seen these stones. 
Shen-kwa, a great scholar of the 12th 
century, mentions the discovery of 
sculptures in an old tomb at Chin- 


hiaug near Tsi-ning-chow. They were 
out on the walls of the tomb, and he 
described the costumes of men and 
women there depicted, wondering to 
find them eo like the costume of his 
own time,’ The tomb recently: visited 
by Lieutenant Mille is of the same 
in the samo part of Shan- 
fhe soulptures he saw have 
been mivutely described iu the third 
volume of the Chin-shi-so, an anti« 
* quorian work, ‘The new houso built for 
the monuments is very uear the original 
site, The old building, the ancestral 
chapel of the: Woo family, was erected 
near the Purple Cloud Mountain, with 
two pillars in front of it 25 feet high. 
These have been since silted up to 
about half that height, The clipe! 
was erected A.D, 147, and stands 
inva ning from west to 
enst. which have by de- 
position of silt buried the chapel in the 
Intge hollow from which the sculptures 
were dng out, would in part flow from 
the west, while silting has been partly 
caused by inundation of the neighbour. 
ing canal or river on the east, ‘The east 
pillar hos on its fourth compartment 
a Cerberus to keep the door of the 
temple, but instead of three hends there 
aro eight human faces all wearing the 
anoiout hat, ‘he body bas tiger stripes, 
‘Thie animal is recognised as the * water 
god” who guards buildings against fire, 
Beside it is eugraved a monstrous shape 
cousisting of threo human bodies grow- 
ing out of a single beast having four 
foot, a sort of Janus looking two ways. 
‘Thus wo have both Cerberus and Janus 
to guard the door of this temple, Iu 
this picture we may des Janos as 
standing at his full height on the back 
of the animal looking westward, while 
his servitors form the back and front 
of the huge beast, the feet of which 
are their fect, The eight heads of 
the Cerberus all look west, The 
other pillar contains a record of the 
erection of the temple. ‘The masons 
who built it were from their names 
Chinese. Tho soulptor of the lions is 
also montioued. One officer who as. 
sisted was’ from Tun-hwang, a city in 
outer Kan-su on the route to the west, 
from which region the art of sculpture 
appears “to Lave entered China some 
few centuries before that time. The 
depth of cutting with the chisel, Mr. 
Mills tells us, is the 3th of an ineb, 
‘The priuoipal figures ou the walla 
of the chapel wore ancient emperors 
from mythic times to the end of the 
His dyuasty; there are ten of these 
aud they are followed by seven historic 
groups of the Chow period 
scones were all engraved on the eastern 
wall of the chapel. Oa the western 
wall wore ropresouted more incidents 
to the age of the contendi: 
This shows that atthe revival 
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was very much studied and especially 
that of it which extends from the 
age of Confucius to that of the com- 
mencement of the Hau dyunsty, There 
were gables over these walls, 
the triangular epace above the 
scones there were demigods with high 
erowns and wings: dingons and de- 
mous with wings appear here sus- 
pended in air attended by two. 
headed birds and frogs, We ace here 
in fact just the monstrons combinati 
which Horace condemned, For 
stance, we have the female fuce 
figure terminating in a loug bluck tail, 
and human hends grow from the necks 
of horses. Risum teneatis amici 
the post when he saw such figures. 
He and his friends knew the rules of 
Greek art. Here we find ourselves 
looking at old remains of a foreign 
sculpture introduced into’ China on 
which there had been uo cultivated 
Enropean influence, ‘To form the gro- 
tesque, not the boantiful, ia the artist's 
aim in these old sculptured groups. 
One carious circumstance which tells 
us much in regard to the history of 
these reninins of ancient art is, that 
the one large scone is n representation 
of part of the palace of the Emperor 
‘Vein Shi Hwang, that is the building, 
Ab-fang. We also know that this 
Ewperor built at 
palaces whi 
things and architectural peoulinri 
of ench of the kingdoms that he co: 
quered, Hence we conclude that th 
soulpturing of the walls of tombs, 
tomples and palaces, grew up in Chi 
bout the fourth century before Christ 
and coutinued for two centuries after 
that era, 

The objeots of the artists were vas 
rious, They aimed’ at moral teaching. 
For example a woman is here pictured 
who was bebended at her own desire 
in place of hee husband, Her bus- 
band’s enemy desired to kill him. She 
told the would-be asst n where he 
slept and herself Iny down there leay- 
ing the door open, The y CAME 
at dead of night, beheaded her, took 
away the head and in the morning 
found that was that of the wife, 
He forgave the husband in recogni 

igual act of ounj
